The men are sober. I found bat one 
ment where epirits are allowed to be ; 
but three or four where beer is old ; In all the 
rest it is kept strictly onteldeatd away.

but there is very little drunkemness—not more 
than one per week is the average sent to the 
guard house in each regiment for the offence. 
In the vast number! came in contact with, 
saw but teo drunken men. The aumber sent 
to the guar! bouse for all offences does not 
average mere than two a day. The streets 
and onteKitte of the camps are very much 
cleaper and eweeter than most cities. The 
heavy dutice of the men in constructing forts 
bas made some difference in their general tidi- 
ness, but el! that work is about done, and the reg- 
imente are getting back to their better hab'ts. 

Pervonal cleanliness ts also ceento. The 
men bathe trom omen to three times a week. 

A great part of their weges are sent home 
at once after pay day; end the Government 
will adopt an AfNotmenrt System, similar to 
that in the Navy, by which the soldier can 
meke over s0 much s morth to his family and 
heve it pald regulasly at home. 

The rate of sickness is low, and predually 
decreasing. I saw an offieer in the Becond 
Rhode Island Regiment, Just'es I lef Wash- 
ington, who told me that they had not had « 
single case of sickuess for the lest four days.
